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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5 and 1 1 , drawn to a process for producing a radioactive-fluorine- 
labeled compound. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-10 and 12, drawn to a production apparatus for a radioactive- 
fluorine-labeled compound. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Toorongian et al. (Nucl. Med. Biol. 1990, 17, 273-279) discloses the process for 
producing 18 F-FDG. The process involves the collection of 18 F on a quaternary 4-(N,N- 
dialkylamino)-pyridinium functionalized polystyrene anion exchange resin (4- 
aminopyridinium resin) directly from a [ 1s O]water target, drying the resin, heating to 
100°C and reacting the 18 F with 1 ,3,4,6-tetra-0-acetyl-2-0-trifluoromethanesulfonyl-B-D- 
mannopyrannose (abstract; p274, Synthesis of [ 18 F]FDG). 

4. Hyodo et al. (US 6,827,838B2) discloses that 18 F is separated from 18 0 by ion 
exchange resin and that carbon dioxide is used to remove 18 F from an ion-exchange 
resin to allow for synthesis of labeled compounds (column 1 , lines 29-49). 

5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

a.) Anion exchange resins of formulas 1-3.
